ful verse, as it will be found in the 
margin of our English Bible is, 
‘‘The Lord JEHOVAH is the Rock of Ages.” 
This is the foundation of that beautiful 
hymn which is one that nine-tenths of: 
the English-speaking Christians in the - 
world would be sure to select if asked for 
their six favorite hymns: a hymn with- 
out which any collection would be abso- 
lutely inc-mplete. The imagery is very 
familiar to every Bible reader. Rocks 
and mountains are associated with every 
important incident and. epoch in the 
Bible. It was on Ararat that the new 
world began; on Moriah that the faith . 
of Abraham was perfected; on Sinai 
that the law was given; on Horeb that: 
the Tabernacle was designed; on Nebo 
that the Land of Promise was unveiled ; 
on Zion that the capital of Judah was 
fixed; on Moriah that the Temple was 
reared; on Carmel that the nation of 
Israel was called to their covenant 
God; on Mount MHattin that Jesus 
preached His sermon; on Hermon that 
He was transfigured; on Calvary that 
He died, and from Olivet that He as- 
cended. It is not strange, therefore, that 
the mountain and the rock have becume 
favorite expressions of sacred things, 
for which their natural defences, their 
immutable and changeless features, their 
colossal strength, their lofty eminence, 
their wide reaching prospects of vision, 
and their beauty so specially fit them. 
Hundreds of times the metaphor is re- 
peated over and over again. ‘‘The Lord 
is our rock.” ‘The rock of our heart.” 
‘‘The rock’of our salvation.” ‘‘The rock 
that is higher than we.” ‘‘The shadow 
of a great rock in a weary land;” and 
here, sublimest of all, ‘‘The Rock of 
Ages.” This is the only passage in the 
Scriptures where this particular phrase, 


: Ts literal translation of this beauti- 


so full of deep meaning and majesty, is 


found. 

-Like some sublime mountain face; 
like yonder Profile mountain overhang- 
ing the Franconia valley, and looking like 
a great coloseal face on the earth below, 
alone in its grandeur; so this text is a 
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mighty and isolated rock in which we 
can trace the face of Jesus, our Rock of 
Ages; and, as we sit down under its 
mighty shadow, as we rest upon its velvet 
slopes, as we drink from the crystal 
fountains that flow from its side. we hear 
the sweet echo of our text: ‘‘Thou wilt 
keep him in perfect peace, whose mind is 
stayed on thee; because he trusteth in 
thee. Trust ye in the Lord for ever: for 
the Lord JeHovaH is the Rock of Ages.” 


_ 1. THE ROCK. : 

Higher even than its fine natural sug- 
gestiveness is the perfect scriptural signi- 
ficance of this verse. It looks back to 
some of the most instructive and striking 
types of the Old Testament. 

1. It recalls the rock in Horeb, and 
speaks of Christ as our Saviour. ‘I 
would not have you ignorant,” says the 
apostle, addressing us New Testament 
Christians, ‘‘ that our fathers did eat the 
same spiritual meat, and drink the same 
spiritual drink ; for they drank of that 
rock that followed them, and that rock 
was Christ.” Perishing with thirst, the 
Israelites were led by Moses to the face 
of therock in Horeb. Then the law giver 
lifted up his rod and smote the rock at 
God’s command upon its naked face ; and, 
lo, immediately it burst open, and from 
the cleft there poured a living stream, 
and through the camp it ran in rivulets 
and floods of living water, until the 
thirsty thousands drank and drank again, 
and gave their children and their cattle 
to drink until their thirst was fully satis- 
fied ; and they praised God for His great 
| deliverance. This incident has been ap- 

- plied with full scriptural authority to the 
crucifixion of the Saviour. He, for us, 
was smitten by the rod of the Lawgiver 
and Judge as our sacrifice and substitute, 
and from His pierced side there flows for 
us the water of life, where we can drink 
of His boundless mercies, His forgiving 
love, His renewing grace, and thankfully 
sing, - 

Rock in Horeb, riven for me 
wis. By the law’s avenging rod, 
:: Flowing from thy side I see 
. ‘> fStreams of water and of blood.

2, The Rock of Ages reminds us of the 
rock in Kadesh: the type of Christ, a 
fuller and more perfect Saviour. Forty 
years after the rock of Horeb was smit- 
ten, the camp of Israel came to Kadesh. 
The old story was repeated again. Thirsty 
and hungry they murmured instead of 
praying, and once again their law giver 
led them tothe rock. This time the com-

forth. In a moment of haste and dis- 
obedience he exceeded his orders, and 
smote the rock repeatedly with words of 
irritation, perhaps of unbelief. God 
honored His promise by sending the water 
abundantly again; but He was grieved 


with His servant for disobeying the ex- ! 


pheit command; and for this offence 
Moses was excluded from the promised 
land. The waters, however, came forth, 
and the people drank abundantly, and 
the river continued to flow through the 
desert. This is the type of the deeper 
fulness of Christ our Saviour, and of the 
infinite grace of the Holy Spirit, which 
is simply waiting the call of faith on the 
part of every believer. This is not the 
atonement which first opened the rock of 
salvation for us; but this is the deeper 
fullness of the Holy Ghost, sanctifying 
‘The word 
‘*Kadesh”’ means righteousness, or holi- 
ness, and so this is the type of Christ our 
Sanctifier and Satisfier. This does not 
teach us of the Holy Spirit procured and 
sent down from heaven through the 
finished work of Christ, but the Holy 
Spirit already given and simply waiting 
the call of faith to be received. We do 
not need now to smite the rock; to 
crucify Christ again, or to go through a 
desperate struggle and strain ; but simply 
to look and live, to take and have, to 
speak the simple word of trust, “Come, 
Holy Spirit, Heavenly Dove,” and, lo, He 
answers quickly to our cry, and our 
prayer is changed to the song of praise: 


Rock of Kadesh, flowing still,

8. The Rock of Ages looks back to 
another beautiful picture: ‘They drank 
of the rock that followed them.” What 


‘can this mean? ‘Following rock.” Not 


that the rock moved through the desert, 
but the river that ran from the rock fol- 
lowed them through the desert.

and cleansing. The Psalmist tells us

4. But the Rock of Ages is also a shel- 
tering rock. This is the rock of which 
the Psalmist cried, ‘‘ Lead me to the rock 
that is higherthan I.” ‘‘He shall be as 
the shadow of a great rock in a weary 
land.” - A little rock only reflects upon us 
the more intensely the heat which it has 
absorbed; but the great rock drinks in 
the warm rays on one side, and on the 
other has a cooling shadow for the travel- 
er who rests under its overshadowing 
cliffs. So, weak and selfish hearts only 


| irritate us, and throw over us the reflec- - 


tion of their burdens ; but Christ is the 
shadow of a great rock. Occupied every 
moment as He is with the cares of others, 
with the sorrows of a weeping world, 
with the myriad prayers that are every 
moment surging into His ears, with the 
dying cries and groans of sinking souls, 
with the despairing shrieks of the 
wretched ones that are every moment 
drifting into eternity, He is always at 
leisure for us. He is always at our call, 
and His whole heart is ever ready to com- 
fort and rest us, as though there were no 
others in the wide universe but us re- 
quiring His sympathy and rest. Oh, the

This blessed rock is our place of rest. ° 


It is a place of perfect rest. ‘‘Peace! 
Peace ! !” is the marginal and more beauti- 
ful translation of this picture of the 
Christian’s rest. There is a double peace. 
There is the peace of conscience that 
comes with justification, and the deeper 
rest of God that comes with His indwell- 
ing, and the best of this is that He Keeps 
it. Itisa peace that abides forever, and 
that keeps the heart in which it reigns: 
‘For the peace of God, which passes ail 
understanding, shall garrison your hearts 
and minds through Christ Jesus.” 

But there are conditions on our part. 
The first is trust. This is the sweet Old 
Testament word for faith: the child 
phase. It is not so much the intellectual 
act of believing, as,the heart attitude of 
confiding and trusting. 

The next condition is staying. We not 
only trust; but we stay trusting. There 
isa passive rest which is the result of 
indolence and inaction. It is simply 
drifting. The Christian’s restis an active 
reliance on the loving and everlasting 
arms of God. This will illustrate it. 
Look at yonder yacht running before the 
breeze. Let that helm go lax, and lo, the 
sails flap in the winds, and the boat drifts 
and tosses with the tide, dashed about at 
the mercy of the billows, without any

fixed course or steady poise. This is the 
attitude of many a life: timply drifting, 
trustless, restless, tempest tossed, and 
tending nowhere but to deeper unrest 
forever more.. But look at that yacht 
now, as the experienced seaman sits 
down at the stern and puts his strong 
and steady hand upon the helm, pressing 
hard against the wind. See how the 
sails quickly fill and lean against the 
wind, like whité-winged birds upon the 
air, Notice how the tossing vessel rights . 
up and sets her prow against the waves 
in a steady course. Observe how the 
driftings and tossings cease, and the 
pitch and poise of the little ship are like 
the movements of a thing of life. 
Notice how swiftly she cuts her way 


2} through the raging waters, obedient to 
| the joint impulse of the sail above and 
| the helm astern. 


Notice how the very 
winds that almost cross her path, or 
blow in her very face, help her on her 
course. Beautiful picture of the soul 
that is stayed upon God! The pressure 
of His providence, the very difficulties 
that confront us but quicken our stead- 
fast trust, and we meet them with the 
firm hand and fixed will of humble, holy 


.| confidence in God. How the will springs 


into steadiness and power ; how its toss- 
ings are stilled, and its whole movement 
is quieted, and intensely alive and active, 
and yet intensely restful. It presses on, 
like that noble little ship, through wind | 
and tide in thewill of God and the work 
of life. This is the picture of a soul 
stayed upon God. 

There is, further, a distinct reference 
here to the thought of the mind, and 
their bearing upon the spirit of trust. 
It is the mind that is stayed upon God. 
Just translate this word “stayed” ‘‘stop- 
ped,” and carry with you the idea of a 
suspending of your busy thoughts and 
cares and activities, and you will under- 
stand better the prophet’s meaning. - The 


‘rest of faith is usually hindered most by 


the restlessness of our ever busy thought. 
We get to reasoning, questioning, won- 
dering, fearing, looking forward to this 
emergency and that contingency, and our 
soul is disquieted by a whirlwind of con- 
flicting thoughts. God wants us to stop 
thinking. 

Not long ago a lady came to spend a 
week or two in our Home, to learn the 
secret of our deeper life in Christ. Her 
face was clouded with care, and her. 
heart was distracted with doubts, anxiety 
and fears. She was really in danger of 
losing her mind through spiritual unrest. 
She came to our Friday meeting to be 
annointed for healing of this terrible 
pressure upon her brain. As we knelt 
by her side, we asked her if she would 


ere 
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promise the Lord to stop thinking for a 
week. Shesaidshe couldnot; that every 
instant she was like one swept by a hur- 
ricane of troubled thoughts. We told 
her she could and she must, that she 
needed to set her will firmly in the 
strength of God, and refuse to think; 
like the ill birds that might beat their 
wings upon the window pane, but she 
need not open the window and let them 
in; like the wild billows that might 
surge against the ship, and even flood the 
deck, but she need not open the hatches 
and let them down into the cabin. She 
could simply stand guard at the door of 
her mind and refuse to receive these 
thoughts, to dwell upon them, to harbor 
them, to enterinto sympathy with them.

Even your 
good thoughts are evil, and when God 
gets you fixed in the habit of stillness, 
then He will breathe into you His 
thoughts without an effort upon your 
part.” At length she reluctantly con- 
sented to make the promise and set her 
will like a flint, in the name of the Lord, 
against all thinking, and promised to 
learn to be perfectly still. Before the 
week had passed her whole face and 
heart were perfectly transfigured. ‘‘The 
peace of God that passeth all understand- 
ing” had taken possession of her soul, and 
she was rejoicing in the Lord and testify- 
ing to His victorious and keeping grace 
and power. Beloved, stay thy heart on 
God; not on thoughts or feelings, but on 
that presence that will possess you utterly, 
and fill you with the ‘ peace that passeth 
all understandiag,” as you turn away 
from all else to Him alone.

Gunes TEXT— ‘Fear not, for I am with thee 


Had Ahab become a widower all at once, had 
Jezebel been slain with her own prophets, no 
doubt an immediate reformation would have 
ensued. Ahab was profoundly impressed by 
this wholesale slaughter; but also, he had 
formed a lasting union with the daughter of 
Ethbaal, He experiences in reality what Tenny- 
son has expressed in words, 


‘““Agthe husband is, the wife is, thou art wedded 
toa clown ! 

And the baseness of his nature shall have weight 
to drag thee down.”’ 


Only in this case it is the wife who has the base 
nature and does the dragging. 

Perhaps with full expectation of her embracing 
the religion of Israel, Ahab broke the news to 
her. It was however like throwing bloody meat 
tothelions Her satanic pride, wounded to the 
quick, rushed precipitately to make a vow 
which showed her to be in league with hell. 

Thia treat gave Elijah all the warning needed 

and he shapes things accordingly. 
“1, Elijah moved out as wedo. He might have 
leaned upon God more fully and saved that 
juniper tree episode, but he looked from the 
human standpoint and gave up to ‘dliscourage- 
ments. : 

2. God disciplines all His servants in the same 
way. We must believe, decide and go ahead 
ourselves without a perpetual miracle scraping 
our heels. 

8. After great victories look out for little 
failures. After Carmel, the: fleeing prophet 
seems like a giant, who has killed a lion anda 
bear, and is trying to escape from a flea-bite. 
There isa temptation to rest on our laurels—a 
letting down of the entire nervous system of 
faith until prostrate, and then fever, collapse or 
consumption set in. Even tenor of faith con- 
quers.most largely in the end. 

4, Elijah was not fleeing from revealed duty 
but from the sudden explosion of a female 
yoleano. Had God prepared him to meet 
Jezebel by implicit directions, the prophet 
would have added yet another victory to the 
brilliant successes of Carmel. The place that 
moat tries men’s souls is every-day, practical, 
Christian living and doing. You are prepared 
for the elephant’s attack,and hence are surprised 
at the jump and rattle of the viper. 

§. Memory aided the flight, for Elijah remem- 
bered how for three and a half years a price had 


| peen put upon his head. He feared the re- 


newal of that decree and the utter desperation 
of the queen, hence it was an intensely natural 
(not sensible) thing to do. 

Notice that Elijah goes a whole day’s journey 
into the wilderness, after he has left the bound- 
ary of Ierael’s kingdom. Here the mighty 
wrestler in prayer, requests to lay down his life. 
Such strange contrasts have never before figured 
in the life of any man and yet if you pause to 
reflect you will remember that Elias: was a man 
of like passion as ourselves.” 

Causes of this Juniper Tree Episode. 

1. Disappointment--Elijah supposed that in 
the face of overwhelming evidence, all antago-

nism would cease and the people would be as 
good as their word, embrace Jehovah as their 
God and hence the whole apostate Israel would 
be reclaimed. Had this transpired Jezebel’s 
power would have been broken, but now the 
evidences that she is yet alive are irrefutable-- 
hence he flies her presence. 

2. Discouragement—Had his faith rallied at 
this point, he would have been as brave as be- 
fore. But what disheartened general ever won 
a victory? Had he made “the joy of the Lord 
his strength’’ there would have been no flinch- 
ing. A depressed condition of mind often makes 
faith inoperative. 

3. Despondency—We despond only when we 
get our eyes off God and on ourselves. Leaving 
God out of the question there was nothing to 
hope. Taking God into the question there was 
nothing to fear. 

We ask how can it be that Elijah so failed, and 
the echo returns, how do we 80 signally fail with 
Elijah’s God at our side. These three D’s enter 
unbidden into ali our households and play 
havoe with all our triumphs. 

Let us learn from this sketch of the Prophet's 
history that 

Humility 3 reg Tas 
becomes us ali and at all times. No doubt the 
prophet running before Ahab’s chariot was full 
of joyous expectancy that the queen would be 
converted to judaism. Mvsybe pride came in as 
he thought of himself as the honored instrument 
in the hands of God. That power which proved 
God able to answer by fireand by water instead of 
pacifying only enraged the furious Jezebel. In 
the presence of this unexpected reversal of all 
he had hoped, he exclaims, “I am no better than 
my fathers,’ ete. Had there been no weak 
spot anywhere Elijah would not have been seen 
tobe human. Carmel and the juniper-tree enter 
into our experiences at the present time. 


Crumbs of Comfort. 


Heavenly bread presented by angelic 1inis- 
ters is God’s way of lifting ap the bowed head: 
God first let him sleep to get him into a state of 
qguietude and when that was brought about the 
angel awakened him. Fed by ravens and called 
to breakfast by an angel! What an experience |! 
Here is where Elijah is recuperating his wasted 
power and languishing faith. God has yet more 
for this sick man to do so he strengthens him for 
the mission, 

Notice how impatient Elijah is even to dispoa- 
ing of his life, but how patient God is. Even 
the third time giving him the help of an angel 
and bearing with all his faithleseness and 
déspondency.

“nowhere i is thisapostolic promise excluded 


’ from the church of the Lord Jesus Christ 
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and, until we have some divine authority 
for excluding it, we certainly cannot, for 


God only can abrogate His own law and’ 


His own word. 

' IL The Word of God teaches that our 
body isin the atonement as is our soul, 
and is to be helped by faith in the atone- 
ment, orin Jesus. I suppose this is the 
controverted part of this truth of divine 


healing, and yet, strange to say, it is most: 
clearly taught in the Word of God, and I 


cannot see how aman can read certain 
portions of Scripture and then read his 
body and his sicknesses out of the atone- 
ment of the Lord Jesus Christ. Let me 
read, if you please, Isaiah liii: 5, ‘* But 
He was wounded for our transgressionr, 
he was bruised for our iniquities, the chas- 
ticement of our peace was upon Him, and 
with His stripes-we are healed. Matthew 
viii: 16, 17, ‘‘ When the even was come 
they brought unto Him many that were 
possessed with devils, and He cast out 
the spirits with His word, and healed all 
that were sick, that it might be fulfilled 
which was spoken by Esaias the prophet, 
saying, Himself took our infirmities and 
bare our sicknesses.” Matthew tells us 
what the prophet Isaiah included in the 
atonement, and Matthew says that the 
prophet Isaiah included our sickness, and 
so Matthew places the sickness of the 
body just where he places the sickness of 
the soul, inthe atonement, both being 
provided for in the same great sacrifice 
that was offered upon Calvary. We find 
that the great types of the atonement 
included the body, and there are certain 
great types that are acknowledged to be 
types of the Lord Jesus Christ. They are 
acknowledged to be such because the 
New Testament says they are, and we are 
safe in calling that a type in the Old Tes- 
tament that is recognized as such in the 
New Testament. Now we find the first 
type is the pascal lamb, the lamb that 
was slain in Egypt, whose blood was 
sprinkled upon the doorposts of the 
houses. From what did that type of 
Christ save men? From physical death. 
The destroying angel entered every house 
that was not sprinkled with the‘ blood, 
and in the morning there was a corpse, I 
question if any Israelite saw in the pascal 
lamb anything but a type of physical 
deliverance, and yet the apostle tells us 
that it was also a type of Christ the Sav- 
iour of men. This we have in Exodus xii: 
13, also in 1 Corinthians v: 7. Manna is 
recognized in the New Testament as atype 
of the Lord Jesus Christ. We have this 
in Exodns xvi: 15, and in John vi: 31-58, 
And this manna which the Israelites did 
eat in the wilderness was a manna to sup- 
port the body, and Jesus Christ Himself 
said that He was the bread of life that 
came down from heaven. He was the 
manna. So we find fp the great type of 


» | manna the body included in its benefits, 








so that the life of the body. was continued 
by the manna. The rock is another type 
that the New Testament gives us. We 
have it in Exodus xvii: 6, also in 1 Corin- 
thians x: 4, and we read that that rock 
was Christ, referring to the rock that 
was amitten in the wilderness, from 
which the water flowed. The water typi- 
fied the benefits coming to the race, and 
we find thatin that type was health for 
the body, for the water was provided that 
they might queuch their thirst and live 
while in the wilderness. Then we come 
to the last great type, and our Saviour 
takes it to Himself—the serpent. We 
have itin Numbers xxi: 9, also in John 
iii: 14, 15. Jesus said, ‘‘And as Moses 
lifted up the serpent in the wilderness, 
even so must the Son of Man be lifted up, 
that whosoever believeth in Him shall not 
perish, but have eternal life.” 

Thousands who did not look died, and 
their bones bleached in the wilderness, 
but to the Israelite that was bitten by the 
serpent and looked at the serpentof brass, 
as he looked there came a thrilling, throb- 
bing, beating life into his body. So we 
have then that the body is included in the 
types of the atonement as well as in pro- 
phetic statements touching the atonement 
of the blessed Lord Jesus Christ. 

But we pause here a moment and are met 
with this question, ‘‘Do the authorities of 
the church recognize this great truth of 
the sickness of the body being in the 
atonement.” Here I will produce what 
the authorities of the church say. Trench, 
the first name, a standard authority, and 
the author of that wondertul book on the 
miracles of our Lord, that is read and re- 
read, I suppose, by all clergymen, is the’ 
clearest and most critical on the great 
truths of the miracles wrought by our 
Lord Jesus Christ. And what does Trench 
say? Page 31, ‘‘ Then if we ask ourselves 
what are the physical manifestations 
of sin, they are sicknesses of all kinds, 
fevers, palsies, leprosies, blindness, each 
of these death beginning, a partial death, 
and finally, the death absolute of the 
body. This region, therefore, is fitly 
another, as itis the widest region of His 
redemptive grace. In the conquering and 
removing of these evils, He eminently 
bodied forth the idea of Himself as the 
Redeemer of men. 

We have in the present day a Methodist 
commentator by the nume of Nast, one of 
the most devoted of God’s servants, and 
in His commentary, Matthew viii: 17, he 
gives us Mr. Watson’s views touching the 
atonement of the body, and Mr. Watson 
is recognized asa great standard in the 
Christian church. Mr. Watson says, 
‘‘Whatever blessings, therefore, our 
Lord bestowed during His ministry upon 
earth, were givén with reference to that 
bearing of the penalty of sin which He 
was ultimately to sustain, and by virtue 
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of which He was to take it away in all its 
consequences, as to all those who come to 
‘Him in faith, And as by virtue of that 
‘anticipated atonement He, while on earth, 

. forgave sin, so by virtue of the same an- 
ticipated atonement He healed the 

_"" diseases of the body, all of which are the 

-«“fruits of sin. Whenever, therefore, He 

“did either of these, removing: either sin 
‘itself from the conscience of men, or any 
:jof its consequences from their persons, 

-~ in virtue of His being the appointed sin 

offering, the wordsof tbe prophet, ‘Surely 

-".-He hath borne our griefs and carried our 

- ‘“sorrows,’ were directly fulfilled, since 

these were the proofs and effects of His 

~. substitution fh our place as the accepted 

. “sacrifice, They were all, in a word, de- 

monstrative of the efficacy of His atone- 
oo: ment. 

“s. ‘Whedon, the ablest, and, 1 suppose, the 

“most critical Methodist commentator of 

¢ the day, in his commentary says, Matthew 

* wviii:.17, “Took our infirmities and bore 
“our sicknesses. Sickness, mortality, tem- 

oral death, are as truly a part of the 

reat penalty of sin as the very pains of 
~shell itself. All these were borne by the 

“Saviour in the form of atoning sufferings 

on the cross. He healed sickness, there- 
. fore, by bearing even them in His own 

“body on the tree.” That is Whedon, the 

Methodist commentator. 

.. Bengel, Matthew viii: 17, ‘It repre- 
, sents Christ not as our physician, but as 
our sufferer for us. His burden was less 

‘tthe healing than that there were sicknesses 

—to heal, He bore them by bearing our suf- 
fering life, in order to remove them.”

“are assured by the apostle Paul that such

u * This in itself will mean a vast amount 
of blessing. The air will no longer be 
“foul with the blaspheming of men. Society 
will no longer be poisoned at its core by 
the results of vice in unfaithfulness and 
-immorality. To blaspheme the name of 
God will then bring upon the offender the 
swiftest punishment, and the law. ‘Thou 
shalt not take the name of the Lord thy 
God in vain,” will be in force, for ‘‘ He will 
*. not hold those guiltness that take His 
- name in vain,” and ‘from the rising up of 
“the sun until the going down of the same,

Jor Swantor, Onto, Jan. 5, 1891, 
FTER a delay at Lima on account of 
a wrecked train ahead of us, anda 
stop-over of three hours at-Toledo, 
our party reached this town on the first at 
about noon. A heartier welcome was 
never given us anywhere. The brethren 
whom we have grown to love so truly 
since Linwood, were at the train and 
accompanied us to their homes, The 
friends who have called us here are 
all Germans, some of whom, as at Bluff- 
ton, do not understand English. They 
belong to the German Baptists, Menno- 
nites and Reformed German churches. 
Their daily walk,and the spirit that per- 
vades their homes, is beautiful and Christ- 
like. Fellowship with such is most help- 
ful, In many of their ways they are like 
the early Friends. We are holding our 
meetings in the old Methodist Church, 
which is crowded every evening. 

The first session, New Year’s afternoon, 
was one of victory, and from that hour we 
have had the presence of the Holy Spirit. 
The altar services have been most prec- 
ious. Men have cried out with tears for 
the pardoning love of God. Backsliders 
have confessed their sins, and old difficul- 
ties have been dropped at the altar as 
hearts have sought the presence of God. 
Brother Funk has had services in German 
with them. The evening services have 
been too full for comfort, and the after 
meetings will be remembered long by 
many who were brought out of bondage 
into the liberty of the suns of God. We 
had the blessing of preaching in the Ger- 
man church a few miles out of town, 
Lord’s day A.M. It was a precious sea- 
sontous. We have never known sweeter 
fellowship with the body of Christ than 
here. Coming into contact with such 


{ simple, pure-hearted folk makes one feel 


cleaner at heart. They were not used to 
our aggressive way of leading souls to the 
Lord Jesus Christ for victory, but they 
were too hungry to refuse to enterin with 
us into the way of victorious song and ex- 
pressions of faith.

Jewish Work. 





EXTRACT FROM THE PRIMARY CHARGE OF 
. BISHOP BLYTH, JERUSALEM, 


on all sides of the Church and in all 

schools of thought, that missions to 
the Jews are a sacred and living charge of 
our Lord to us. I have already pointed 
out that work beginning at Jerusalem 
(St. Luke 24: 47) is again prominent in the 
gathering of the Jews to Palestine and 
the neighboring lands, as half the stand- 
ing orders of Christ to His church with 
regard to mission work. So strong is my 
conviction on this point that I do not 
hesitate to assert that it concerns our 
whole communion in all lands. There is, 
we know, a claim upon all, in whatever 
country they live, that if they venerate 
our Lord’s command, they must take some 
part in general missionary work. They 
can choose any Gentile mission they please, 
but yet they have also, in some way, and 
through some agency, a duty to Jewish 
missions. If they obey the command in 
full, it has these two halves, and neither 
may be neglected. 

Happily there are agencies of the church 
enough to help them. The Jew is also 
everywhere, and in every land he claims 
our help: he is manifest before the church. 

There are 8.000.000 of Jews, at least, in 
the world,—the reckoning which makes 
them 9,000,000 mav be more correct. Of 
these about 4,000,000 attach to Russia, 
where the church does not at present do 
much for them or consider them. There 
are about 250,000 in America, and their 
claim is increasingly felt and acknowl- 


T= 1S, 1 think, a growing feeling 


and amongst them, in many 
cities, there are missions of the Londony 
Jews’ Society, in default of local church 
interest in their cause. But it isin Pales- 
tine that they are at present attracting 
the greatest attention. In 1841, the 
presence of perhaps 8,000 Jews in Pales- 
tine,—of whom perhaps less than half 
were in the Jewish quarter at Jerusalem,— 
was thought, a sufficient reason for the 
establishment of the Jerusalem Bishopric. 
In 1883 there were about 20,000, of whom 
In 1890 there 
are, I think I may say, at a low reckoning 
80.000, of whom above 34,000 are in and 
around Jerusalem. An English paper, 
with probable truth, estimates them at 
100,000. The Spectator, in a thoughtful 
article in February, gave them as 45,000 ; 
a number, I think, greatly below the : 
reality. The article spoke in interesting 











terms of the number who are living in 
small detachments apart from the centres 
of their population, and of their present 
attention to agriculture. — 

Contrasts often teach us much. Let us 


..| place these figures against those of the 


return from the Captivity— 42,360. This 
striking contrast, together with the fact 
that the Jew is scarcely known in the his- 


_| tory of his own land from the date of the 
{dispersion to the beginning of thir century, 


is enough to make any one reflect. But 
this is not all. Itis acknowledged threvgh- 
out all countries where Jews sojourn, and 
very notably by every mission agent here, 
that, however stubborn they still are, 
however worldly, however disobedient 
and gainsaying, there is a most remarke 
able change among them with regard to 
their attitude toward Christianity. 

The New Testament is a book’ not 
merely very greatly studied by them, but 
with very little exaggeration, universally 
studied by those who can read. God has 
not yet turned the heart of the disobedient 
to the wisdom of the just; but that he is 
giving them a new heart is everywhere 
apparent. Nor does the land fail to show 
that the eye of God is upon it once more 
in blessing. The gift of the latter rains, 
withheld generally for so many centuries, 
is now being restored; from whatever 
natural cause they come they are surely 
His gift. They appear to have become 
regular during the last few years. Last 
year's harvest is said to have halved 
the average price'of corn. This year 
these rains have been very bourtiful. and 
have told with beneficial effect. These 
latter rains do not greatly affect the aver- 
age rainfall, though that also of late 
years has risen. They are the soft 
showers which, at the time of the opening 
of the corn, swell the grain. They are 
much noticed by the Jews, more than in 
past years. 

There are, in fact, many things that 
combine to encourage us in work amongst 
the Jews. It is impossible not to feel that 
this is a day of opportunity, perhaps our 
day of opportunity ; that our diligence in 
occupying the openings God’s grace pre- 
sents to us among this people will] find its 
certain reward, which may re-act in bless- 
ing upon the whole church; whilst our 
negligence may cause the work which is 
ours to be transferred to more sympathetic 
and diligent hands. The hour of oppor- 
tunity amongst the Jews may not and 
will not tarry. In things worldly they are 
greatly in the rise, and spiritually there is 
before them the danger of infidelity, as 
well as the attraction of Christianity. 

What are we doing for them! I do not 
ask, what is our society doing, but what 
is the church of that people doing? Who 
offer to them at present the most attractive 
aspect of Christianity? We are doing 
very much the same as in 1884, when they 
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“you that I am house keeper. 
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_ were one-fourth, thejr present number, 
and vastly more difficult of access. * * * 
What is really indispensable, and would 
quickly fill all our institutions, is aggressive 
missionary work. There is no Hebrew 
and no German missionary. There are 
“daily Hebrew services and Sunday Ger- 
Man services in‘the church ; but no mis- 
sionaries, men and women, to go system- 
atically about amongst the thousands of 


! 


Jews; except one energetic and success- 


ful Arabic-speaking clergyman, and one 
lady, there is really no aggressive agent. 
Af the Jews choose to come to us, well and 
good; they are promptly and kindly 
received and welcomed. But Jews do not 
naturally seek Christians, unless they 


“want something, or are sick, and so flock | 


to the doctor or the hospital. The Jew is, 
by religion, exclusive, and has been 
warned from intercourse with Gentiles ; 
‘it is on Christians, on the contrary, that 
the command is laid, ‘‘Go ye to the lost 
~sheep of the house of Israel.” We must 
go in amongst them, to gain their ear and 
~heart. This want is manifest and is vital ; 
“it cripples all else that we have.

Neanaiwa, Nov. 10, 1890. 


“Jy HEAR FRrenp: Your very welcome letter 
of Aug, 27, reached me yesterday. In 
answer to your request I shall write 
more about our every-day life. May I tell 
We have 
breakfast at 7 A.M. After breakfast our 
boys are called in, and we sing and pray 
in the native tongue. I am now reading 
+0 the’ boys the gospel of John translated 
“by Mr. Westlind, We have dinner at 12 
~M., and teaat 7 P.M. After tea we have 
a prayer meeting. Last Sabbath five of 
sour boys offered prayer, and none of them 
over thirteen years of age. it is so sweet 
to see these dear little fellows walk and 
talk with Jesus. 

Last week one of my boys told me a lie, 
and I calledallof the boysinto my room and 
told them I must punish Mawinga because 

‘he had lied to me. After giving him a 
little switching, I told’ them we must ask 
God to forgive him. { wish you could have 


heard the boys pray. The little fellow that | 


told the lie prayed God to help him. He 
- gaid, ‘* Dear Jesus, you know I want to be 
good, but the bad devil tells me so many 
“ naughty things to do.” As they were pray- 
ing 1 thought how good God had been to 
us that we might hear the poor African 
“plead for help, and I broke down in tears. 
“We had a blessed time, As the little fel- 
jJow arose he threw his arms around my 
"neck and said, ‘‘ Forgive me, I want to be 
a good boy.” | 
While the towns people are very kind 
and friendly to us, they are quite shy of 
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the Word of God. Some listen and others 
laugh us to scorn. 

Last Monday a native woman passed 
our house crying as though her poor heart 
would break. Iasked her the cause of her 
sorrow, and she replied, ‘My husband has 
sold my baby, and the poor little fellow 
has no mother to-night.” I see many piti- 
ful sights as I am doctor for all the natives 
for miles around. I have tried to have the 
sick trust God for healing, but if I get down 
to pray, they run like white heads; they 
seem 80 afraid of prayer. 

Yesterday I tied one young man and 
took fifty-four giggers out of one hand and 
one foot, to-day Iam to work at the other 
hand and foot. Giggers are far smaller 
than fleas. They enter one’s feet so quietly 
that one does not feel them fora day or 
two, by that time they are under the skin 
into the flesh. They grow very rapidly, in 
about one week they are a large as a dried 
pea, but grow no larger. 

Fevers are the worst of all in Africa. I 
bless God I escape them. My health is just 
as good as it ever wasin America. ‘‘Yes, 
there is cleansing inthe blood!” ‘‘Halle- 
luja!” 

May Itell youalittle about our farm life, 


eo We have ten goats, twenty fowls. and fif- 


teen ducks. We are eating pine apples of 
our own growing. I have about five hun- 
dred nice fruit trees growing, and they look 
well. It is now the beginning of the rainy 
season and I am making garden, planting 
corn and yams. Yame take the place of 
Trish potatoes. Home seeds donot grow 
well here, the soil is too hot. We plant 
native corn, beans, peas, sweet potatoes 
and yams. 

We have now a fine house at Ngangila 
made of brick and covered with corrugated 
iron. Jt has four nice rooms and a porch 
on all sides, 

Tam teaching one of our boys to wash 
andiron. I wish you could see him work, 
I have one boy trained so he cooks nicely. 
As I write, sixteen men bring asick persun 
to me, He has a tumor on his back. I 
shall cut it out this afternoon. One king 
paid me three goats for cutting a tumor 
out of his head. I have but three studies, 
religion, medicine and this language. 

I was pleased to hear you were praying 
so earnestly for me. I knew some one was 
praying, for really 1 have been so filled 
with the fullness of God that at times it 
seemed hard to know whether 1 was in 
the body or out of it. My home seems so 
empty without my dear little Tilla. She 
was such a dear little body—all for Jesus 
every hour of her life. Her going home 
was a8 sweet as heaven. Our little prayer 
meetings and Bible readings were always 
so precious. I ‘really hope the dear ones 
do not worry about my being alone. ‘‘It 
is so sweet to trust in Jesus.” Yes, | atill 
say, ‘‘All for Jesus,” and shall until J die, 
Lam praying, and ask you te pray God to 








spare my life until I see the kingdome of 
poor Africa become the kingdoms of our 
Lord Jesus.

Missionary Intelligence. 





Arrica.—The natives near Kotonou, on 
the Gulf of Guinea, have astrange fashion 
of building their houses over the water. As - 
many as ten thousand people thus live in 
what is known as the ‘Denham waters,” 
in that neighborhood. The houses are 
built on piles, or straight branches of 
trees, driven into the bottom of the lake. 
A platform is laid on these piles, and the 
house covers a Jarge porticn of it. On 
other platforms near-by. pens are built for 
their cattle, of which they keep a large 
number. They are fine specimens of 
Africans, and are usually free from sick- 
ness. Many of the people are fishermen. 
They stand in great fear of the natives of 
Dahomey. 

Germany proposer to establish a penal 
colony in her possessions in East Africa, 
and traneplant to it many of the criminals 
from the prisons in Germany. Those who 
prove themselves worthy of such favor 
will be given portions of Jand in the terri- 
tory, and the means of making it profit- 
able. 

Bishop Tucker and party, who left Eng- 
land and expected to arrive in Uganda 
jJand in the early part of November last, 
have probably reached their destination. 
They were attacked by the Ugogu on their 
way up from the coast, but were defended 
by the Germans and providentially de- 
livered. There seems to be a determina- 
tion on the part of both Germany and 
England to protect each other's interests 
in their possessions in Africa. Emin 
Pasha is opening a road to Victoria 
Nyanza from Bagamoyo, the German 
port on the Indian Ocean. Major Wiss- 
mann has started for East Africa, taking . 
with him a steamer from Hamburgh, in- 
tended for this lake, and which will be 
carried over the new road. 

The following letter has been received 
ftom the Christian Union of Young Peo- 
ple, of Abeokuta, West Africa, in refer- 
ence to the liquor traffic: 

“The country is innundaled with rum 
and gin ; the inhabitants are dying ; there 
is no longer any order; anarchy reigns 
every where ; kings and officers abuse their 
porition; parents and children do not 
acknowledge their mutual duties, and, 
what is more deplorable, infants are 
brought up on these poisonous drinks.”

2 \T was the night of the Weekly Young 
‘Kk People’s Meeting in B—— Church, 
- which was one of the most popular in 
the neighborhood. The young people

This is most unprecendented! The young 
people begin to whisper to one another, 
every now and then casting anxious 
glances at the door, and the Committee 
of Management eyeeach othersuspicious- 
ly as if wondering on whom they can fix 
the blame of such carelessness. 

But at least there is one heart upon 
which a)l this has made no impression. 
and one young head has remained bowed 
in prayer, wholly undisturbed by the in- 
creasing restlessness around her. Mabel 
Weston has come to meet her Lord to- 
night and has not been disappointed.
